Jesus Weeps

In John chapter 11 we read concerning 
a man named Lazarus, who lived in the 
town of Bethany with his sisters. 
Lazarus was sick unto death and his 
sisters frantically sent message to Jesus 
to come heal him. While waiting for 
Jesus, Lazarus died. Great was the 
emotional sorrow, for Lazarus had been 
loved by many people. Jesus finally 
arrived, but 4 days later, after a funeral 
had been held and Lazarus already 
entombed. 


When Jesus first arrived, Martha ran out 

to meet Him, because she had been 

watching and waiting for the Savior. 

Martha had great faith in Jesus and said 

to Him in John 11:21-22, “If thou hadst been here, my brother had not died. But! 
know, that even now, whatsoever thou wilt ask of God, God will give it thee." 
Martha expressed her faith in the Savior. In sharp contrast, we see her sister Mary 
and many of the Jews doubting in John 11:31-35, “Then when Mary was come where 
Jesus was, and saw him, she fell down at his feet, saying unto him, Lord, if thou 
hadst been here, my brother had not died. When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, 
and the Jews also weeping which came with her, he groaned in the spirit, and was 
troubled, And said, Where have ye laid him? They said unto him, Lord, come and 
see. Jesus wept." 


Many people today have the WRONG notion that Jesus was only weeping because he 
loved Lazarus, and was moved by the emotions of the crowd. This is not so. The 
Bible is clear that Jesus wept because of the UNBELIEF of the people. We read in 
verses 37-38, “And some of them said, Could not this man, which opened the eyes 
of the blind, have caused that even this man should not have died? Jesus therefore 
again groaning in himself cometh to the grave..." Jesus groaned with grief because 
of the naysayers and skeptics, i.e., because of their sinful unbelief. The popular 





The 
authors claim that Jesus was weeping because he loved Lazarus. That is not true. 
Jesus was clearly weeping because of the unbelief of the people. 


Jesus Still Weeps Today Because of Unbelief 


Few people today genuinely believe on the Lord Jesus Christ. Many folks have 
religion without truth, and churchianity without Christianity. That is, they have the 
outward superficial shell of religion; but they've never realized their guilt and 
condemnation because of their sins (Romans 3:19), and have never turned to Christ 
for forgiveness of those sins (Acts 20:21; Romans 10:9-13). Far too many people 
today think they're a Christian simply because they prayed a prayer, or asked Jesus 
to come into their heart, or joined a church, or were baptized. Not so! Salvation 
centers around OUR sins, and getting those sins forgiven and washed away by the 
blood of Jesus (1st Peter 1:18-19). This is by faith (Ephesians 2:8-9). Salvation is 
not a superstitious prayer, or a religious experience; it is a supernatural act of God 
in response to our obedience to the Gospel of Jesus Christ. We are the sinners, and 
Jesus is the Savior!

Whether there be a God or not, BOTH possibilities are 
frightening! According to Romans 1:18-20, there is NO such thing as an atheist, “For 
the wrath of God is revealed from heaven against all ungodliness and 
unrighteousness of men, who hold the truth in unrighteousness; Because that which 
may be known of God is manifest in them; for God hath shewed it unto them. For 
the invisible things of him from the creation of the world are clearly seen, being 
understood by the things that are made, even his eternal power and Godhead; so 
that they are without excuse."
